The businoe* of the Appellate C juris of 
Kentucky seem* to be the hunting up of 
technical quibble*. A Court of Appeal* in 
criminal cane* i* nvcesssrily a court of pro 
lection to the culprit**. C**e« are not ap 
pealed when justice ia outraged by insuffi 
Ctant puniahment The moot bloody, bru- 
tal murderer may be eel free br the lower 
court, or may be given only a tr.tl ng im 
priaonment aa in the Wepler case, and so- 
eiety, which ie defrauded by auch las 
justice, haa no recourae to the Court of Ap- 
peal*. But let full justice be done, rr the 
court err in the way af severity, and the 
Court of Appeals always opens an avenue 
of escape 

These actions are too often taken on the 
merest technicalities, or m '»t ridiculous 
pretexts. The Kaelin case is an tnatsnce 
in point. Although there is not the shad- 
ow of a doubt that the bloody brute mur 
tiered his wife, and that he was perfectly 
aane when he did so, the wise Court of Ap- 
peals saw tit to reverse the just sentence of 
the lowe r court because the word "felony” 
was omitted from the indictment Wse 
Utere ever such a ridiculous |r.-text (tier 
ed bv a sensible cour.? What earthly con 
■ection can the word “feloniously” have 
to do with the guilt or innocence of a bru- 
tal wife murderri? What difference can it 
possibly make in the heinousrie*s of the 
erime if the grand jury forgot to say tha> 
the murder was committed “felonious!)?’’ 
The murder was assuredly not an accident, 
and whether it was felonious or not, it whs 
a bloody, brutal butchery, and the miscre- 
ant who committed it deserves I anging 

But our wise Cjurt of Appeals ha* sent 
At to overrule the decision of the Criminal 
Court. Because of a trilling technicality it 
has reversed the sentence cf the murder- 1 ; 
it has put the Slate to the expense of an 
ether trial; it kas made it more than likely 
that the guilty mao. will escape hie jue> 
doom. Tbia is the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the State; its judgment ie 
taw. There is no appeal from it. But 
there i* a higher tribunal; there ia a court 
in banc; a court, ’be unanimous decision of 
which is a reversal if the Court of Ap. 
peals, a condemnation of their foolish 
eourse; this is the court of public opiob n, 
a tribunal that is always honest, always 
iast.— [Louisville Post
